Gen. Canby bas
issued an important circular, denning the du
lies or tbe United states troops in this city
and harbor, lie says tbeir duties are limited
to the defense cf tbe ports and the protection
of public propei ty, and of the officers of tbe
General Government in tbo performance of
tbeir legal duty. Tbe duty of maintaining
order and protectisg tbe properly and rights
oi private moiviaoais devolves upon tno mu-

nicipal and State authorities, but tbe troops
of tbe United 8tates will be held in readiness
to render any assistance that may be called
for by proper authority or be rendered neces
sary by the inability of the civil authorities
to accomplish these ends. If tbe officers of
the General Government, by a committee of
tbe state and municipal government, in tbe
performance of tbeir legitimate functions, are
assailed by lawless violence, it will be tbe du
ty of tbe troops to protect them. If they are
charged with tbe protection of public property,
public buildings, or other valuable interests,
u win De ineir duty to deiend tbem to tbe
last extremity. If called upon by tbe civil
authorities to aid in the maintenance of order
or t' e enforcement of the laws, the aid will
be rendered promptlv, cheerfully and efficient
ly. Tbe troops that have been brought to
this city, and who may be called upon to aid
in me maintenance oi oraer ana the euiorce
ment of tho laws, must themselves set the ex- -

amplo of orderly and soldierly conduct, and
the attention of all officers and men is special-
ly directed to this point.

ed. Our Courts are consirrnincr to severe pun
Mimcnt many oi those who were then cuilty
of acts destructive to the lives and property of
their fellow cit zens. Theso events should
teach all that real or imaginary evils carnot
be corrected by unlawful violence. The liber- -

es of our country nd ti e rights of our cm
zens can be preserved by a iut reerard for
legal obligations and an acquiescent in the

s of judicial tribunals, hile I bo- -

iovc it would have been a wise and humane
policy to have procured a judicial decision
with rogard to the constitutionality of the
Conscription act, at an early day and by a
ummary process, yet tbo failure to do this

in no degree justifies nny violent opposition to
an act of Coogress. Until it is set asiJe by
the oeci'iioo of judicial ttibnnals, it must be
obuyod like anv other act of the State or Na
tonal Legislature . The antacoaistis doctrine

that men may rightfully resist laws opposed
to their own idens of riht or duty, has not
only tended to great disorders and violence,
but ia one of the chief en uses of tho dehtruc

ve civil war which has wasted the blood and
rtauro of our people. Disregard for tbe
credoefs of the Constitution, for the majesty

oflhe law, and for the decisions of the judici-
ary, is at this time the greatest danger which

tireatens Amencan liberty. This spirit of
isloyalty must ba put down. It is inconsis- -
nt with soc nl order and social security, des

tructive to the safety of persojs and properly,
and subversive of the citizen and the freedom

the nation . Thoso who fear that there are
in finV minilrr In aitaH rims Ilia rtrrl.la

the citizen, or to obstruct tbe ftccuslomed
administering of oar laws, or to usurp any
power io violation of constitutional restraints,
should bear in mind that all acts of violence-- all of

public disorders pave tho way for these
ly

very usurpations, and that ihey will be re-

garded wnb satisfaction by thoso who, for nny
cause, may wish to destroy either the power

rights of our Nation or Stale. The Con-
stitution and statutes of our State and Nation
contain ample remedies for all wrongs which
may be committed, either by ruler or citizen,
and those who wish to preserve their rights,

to punish offenders, whether in public or a

private i life, should themselves carefully
perform their duty, abstain from all illegal
acts, generously support the Government, and
tlen calmly and resolutely claim their rights.

The Icai1i or tittle Crow.
A despatch from St. Pact of the 13th iost.

to the Chicago Tribune, rays:
"The reported death of Little Crow recei

ved positive confirmation to day. His son
was captured at Devil's Lake by a detachment
of soldieis, on the 29th of July. He says he
was with bis father when be was killed, on
the 3d of July, near Hutchinsou, and girca
minute particulars of the affair.

"Little Crow had on a citizen's coat when
be was killed. He came down to the settle-
ment with sixteen followers, with the inten-
tion of stealing bore. 'Tney scattered in
in small pvties, and Little Crow and eon
were discovered by a farmer named Sampson
and his son, six miles from Hutchinson. Lit-
tle Crow was picking berries, and was shot
anJ wounded before he saw Sampson. He rc
turned the fire, wounding Sampson slightly,
when a second shot from Sampson's son killed
him.

"Little Crow's eon, who ia sixteen years of
age, fled to Devil.s Lake, where he was cap-
tured. Little Crow was killed on tbe 3d, and
on tbe 4th tho day a bounty was offered
for scalps some soldiers went out from
Hutchinson and scalped him.

''The scalp was brought down and deliv-
ered to the Adjutant General, and was the
first and only scalp taken before the order was
modified. Our people would have preferred
Io have executed this chief of murderers in a
different style, but we have this connotation,
that he is at leas ( beyond executive clemency."
